CHICAGO, Feb. 1.—Gifts of ap- 
proximately $200,000 te Mrs. Ella 
M. King, 51 years old, from the 


jate Charles H. Pulsifer, Board of 
Trade member, were upheld by Su- 
perior Court Judge Robetft E. Gent- 
zel today in an opinion which re- 
vealed for the first time that Mrs. 
King is part Negro. 

The gifts had been contested by 
Mrs. Alice P. Crockett, 45, a grand- 
daughter of Pulsifer, who alleged 
that the gifts were obtained by 
Mrs. King while Pulsifer was un- 
der her influence and in a weak- 
ened mental condition. 

Judge Gentzel’s opinion relates 
that in 1893 Mrs. King, then known 
as Ella Jamieson, came to Chi- 
cago from Nashville, Tenn.; and 
met Pulsifer, them 65, “robust in 
health, forceful, dominating. and 
aggressive.”’ It describes Mrs. King 
as having a ‘“‘considerable admix- 
ture of white blood. The white 
predeminated to such en extent 
that several white women witness- 
es said that, although they associ- 
ated with her, they never knew or 
thought she was in any way of Ne- 
gro biood.” 

. Thomas King, white, who had 
known Ella Jamieson in Nashville, 
came to Chicago, met Pulsifer, and 
was induced to live with the girl 
and claim ‘paternity of a child born 
in 1901, Judge Genize] said. He 
was persuaded to marry the Jamie- 
son girl, but a minister refused. the 
account continued, and, in

Ferguson has been trigd in Fed- 
eral Court three times on the mail 
fraud and each time the 
jury has failed to agree on a ver- 
dict. As president of the defunct 
company, he was charged with 
using the mails to defraud, in ob- 

aining $3,500,000 from St. Louis 
and Eastern banks by false finan- 
cial statements. | 

Ferguson's defense was that he 
fad acted, without fraudulent in- 
tent, at direction of the late Mur- 
my Carleton, treasurer of the com- 
pany and head of the affiliated 
Carleton Dry Goods Co.

He has de- 
nounced school teachers and par- 
ents for fostering amateur theat- 
ricals in which dancing was a part 
of the program. . 

His latest attack centered on 
two high school teachers, one of 
them a woman, and was launched 
with printed circulars and type- 
written handbills, in which he 
charged both teachers with having 
druhk liquor. 

Charges Printed on Dodgers. 

Newburg's main street 10 days 
azo was flooded with orange 
broadsides in which the evangelist 
alleged that high school teachers 
in Newburg were flouting the pro- 
hibition law. The names of the 
teachers were not mentioned. Peo- 
ple were even more astonished, 
two days later, when Evangelist 
Bennett appeared downtown and 
personally passed out typewritten 
slips of paper on which he asked 
extraordinary questions dealing 
with the personal lives of two 
teachers. 

The slips of paper read as fol- 
lows: 

General Announce 

Did Miss (Bennett here 
named a woman teacher) of the 
high school help a man drink a 

whole quart of liquor in a car 
and did she act crazy and quite 
affectionate toward the man? 

Does Mr. (Bennett here 
named a man teacher), drink 
liquor? Was he recently whipped 
when drunk in Rolla in a fight?

The agencies distributed $3,426,- 
900 during the’ month, the report 
says, an increase of 22 per cent 
over the amount spent in Novem- 
ber.

December 
were made in Detroit, Akron, O., 
St. Louis and New Bedford, Mass.

history of the street railways’ de- 
preciation reserve, since establish- 
ment of the reserve in 1905. °® 

The testimony largely was tech- 
nical evidence concerning account- 
ing metfiods. The city does not 
charge’ misuse of the depreciation 
fund, but insists the company 
should restore the balance to its 
books, inasmuch as the money was 
set aside from fares paid by the 
car riders for preservation of the 
street railway property. The city 
contends the company should ac- 
count for the fund, and should 
credit to it any income from the 
investment of that money. 

City’s Contention. 

The city insists the company 
should explain what charges were 
made to reduce the balance of 
$8,369,931 that was on the books 
Nov. 30, 1927, to nothing, after the 
reorganizers took over the prop- 
erty the\following day. The bal- 
ance was part of approximately 
$14,000,000, set aside in 10 years 
under an annual allowance  ap- 
proved by the Commission, for the 
preservation of the property. ‘The 
balance represents the excess of 
the allowance over the amounts 
actually charged for retirement of

sion, in June, 1928, reduced the 
annual deprediation allowance 
from $1,500,000 to $800,000, 
company, in a cross 
contends the $800,000 allowance is 
inadequate.

caused a roar of laughter, in which 
the commissioners joined.

@. series of conclusions as to the 
various valuation elements and 
stated it had arrived.at the valua- 
tion after consideration of these 
conclusions. The total of the con- 
clusions was different from the 
valuation announced, and the com- 
mission gave no indication of what 
weight it gave to each of the con- 
clusions in fixing the value. . 

The City Counselor has con- 
tended that for the guidance of 
both sides in any appeal, the com- 
mission should indicate in its de- 
cision what weight is given each 
element. A bill to require the com- 
missioh to state definitely how it 
arrives at valuation figures, with 
the weight given each element, 
was introduced in the 1929 Legis- 
lature, but failed of passage. 

Attacks Company’s Method. 

Prof. William 8S. Krebs, head of 
the Department of Accounting of 
the School of Business and Public 
Administration of Washington Uni- 
versity, testified for the city ‘con- 
cerning acounting methods. He 
declared the depreciation reserve 
balance should be restored to the 
pooks, as removal of the balance 
from the books would prevent the 
fulfilment of. the purposes for 


which the reserve was created, He. 


pointed out that the accounts cilas- 
sification established by the com- 
mission permitted a charge against 


the reserve only when a unit of} § 


property is retired. Removal of 
the reserve balance in reality was 
a charge against the reserve before 
actual retirement of the property, 
he said. In this connection he 
said that in future retirements 
there would be no means of know-} 
ing how much depreciation of a 
given unit of property had oc- 
curred prior to Dec. 1, 1927, when 
the former balance was wiped out, 
and how muth hadi occurred since 
that time.

-A. ‘Buder and G. A. Pranz 
as Trustees. 


Administration of the estate of 
Ehrhardt Q. Franz, St. Louis gro- 

cer, who died in 1898 with $21,000 
invested in adding machine stock, 
grown since to an estate which has 
fluctuated in market value between 
$27,000,000 and $3,000, 000. within 
the tast. year, is attacked ‘and de- 
fended anew in briefs ffied in the 
United States District Court. 

The charge that funds of Mra. 
Sophie Franz, the widow, have 
been invested’ in .newspaper cor- 
porations and other enterprises of 
G. A. Buder, is incorporated in the 
priet filed by the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co., representing two groups 
of heirs seeking to remove Buder 
and G. A. Franz of Pasadena, Cal., 
as trustees. Mrs. Franz receives 
the income from the estate for 
life, after which it reverts to nine 
groups of heirs. 

The petition states further that 
Buder, althongh he is a _ astock- 
holder, director and general coun- 
se] of the Burroughs Adding Ma- 
chine Co., in which the Franz es- 
tate is invested, charged $31,000 
against the estate for refinancing 
the company—e charge which 
should have been paid by the com- 
pany, the brief holds. -4 

“Tike a well defined trail there 
runs throughout all this adminis- 
tration ‘an underlying motive of 
self-interest,” the brief for removal 
states, “and we feel justified in 
saying again that the plan of 
Trustee-Buder for many years has 
been to pass all of this large for- 
tune under the will of Sophie 
Franz as her property.” 

It is claimed further hat Bude?’s 
interest in the Burroughs Adding 
Co. has caused him to 
“try to retain, as long as possible, 
the voting power of the Franz es- 
tate stock—even after Sophie 
Franzs death.” 

Holding that the motion for re- 
moval are “not entitled to aay con- 
sideration whatever,” a brief was 
in the 
United States District Court yester- 
day. 

An attempt had been made pre- 
viously to remove Buder from the 
trusteeship, resulting in a* ruling 
of denial by Federal Judge Faris, 
but the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals revérsed his ruling last 
Sept. 9 and:referred the case-to the 
District Court for further proceed- 
; ings. 

Denying the allegations of self- 
interest, the brief of the trustees 
states that an investment of 2400 
shares of adding machine stock in 
February, 1937. complained of -in 
the petition for removal, has 
shown a net profit of $600,000 in 
three years. ‘ Beneficiaries of the 
trust, it is stated, are amply pro- 
tected, and “no cause for com- 
plaint exists.’’ 

The brief for the trustees con- 
cludes with the observation that 
those seeking to remove them are 
“less interested in obtaining proper 
statements of account fer those 
whom they  represert than in 
raising personal issues and making 


unwarranted attacks upon those in 


control of the estate.’’

BEAUMONT, Tex., Feb. 1.—Lit- 
tle hope was held here tonight that 
any of the créw of 14 of the Tug 
Edgar F. Coney, reported lost’ dur- 
ing a storm in the Gulf of Mexico 
Tuesday was rescued.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Feb. 1. 
—Ruth Mergan May. Government 
witness and confessed participant 
in an alleged widespread liquor 
ring in the oil fields of Pottawato- 
mie County, testified in Federal 
Coust today that “part of the time 
we thought we would have Fed- 
eral protection.” 

Thirty-two defendants, including 
County Attorney Randall Pitman 
und Frank Fox, former Sheriff, are 
on trial on a charge of cortspiracy 
to violate the national prohibition 
laws. Miss May is one of 25 who 
pleaded guilty when the trial open- 
ed. . 
Lost Prvtection Money. 

The witness admitted that the 
Government's taking over cf d 
law enforcement in the courty las 
August sheared her of two lucra- 
tive connections. 

She said she lost the share of 
protection money she had been re- 
ceiving and her own liquor-selling | 
establishment .was put out of bual- | 
ness. Her establishment, she said, 
had received.a part of its stock 
from contraband seized by mem- 
bers of the ring from “wildcatters” 
who attempted to purvey illicit 
liquor without paying tribute to 
county and local officials. 

Frequent references to ‘“‘the line”’ 
by Herbert K. Hyde, United States 
District Attorney and Miss May 
caused Judge Edgar 8. Vaught to 
request the witness for a definition 
of the term. 

Defines “Wildcatter.” 

“Being on the line,” explained 
Miss May. “meant buying a cer- 
tain man’s whisky, a certain man’s 
beer and getting city and county 
protection. Part of the time 
thought we would have Federal 
protection.” 

She was not asked to expand on 
the presumption of Federal protec- 
tion. 

A “wildcatter,” in the witness’ 
lexicon, was “a man who was slip- 
ping in and who didn’t have any 
right, according to the Deputy 
Sheriff, to sell whisky and beer.” 

Record as Evidence. 

The Deputy Sheriff to whom she 
referred was Oscar Motley, iater 
killed in Seminole County, 
whom she said she lived. 

Over strenuous objections of de- 
fense counsel, papers whicn Miss 
May said showed disbursements of 
collections to County Attorney Pit- 
man, Frank Fox, then Sheriff; 
Homer Knappenberger, then Mayor 
of Earisboro; Marion Fuller and | 
William Rigney, chiefs of police of | 
Earisboro, Motiey, herseif and var- 
ious alleged employes of “‘the line,” 
were admitted in evidence. Judge 
Vaught. in admitting the records, 
observed ther were not binding on 
any of the defendants unless sub- 
sequent testimony sustainéd them. 

Miss May testified Motley told

At the very outset, Shakspeare 
did not, by any means, spell ruin 
for Shakspeare himself. He went 
penniless from Straford-Upon-Avon 
to London and when he returned

village. The Shakspeare fortune 
was made entirely from the Shak- 
speare plays but from that time 
down to the present day the great- 
est actors and managers of each 
generation have made immense 
sums of money from the presenta- 
tion of the Shakspearean drama.

This Chinese, of course, may not 
be as fixed in a traditional way of 
looking at music as most of us 
Westerners. But he brings to a

modern music in Germany with 
specific reference to those develop- 
ments which may be regarded as 
distinct gains for music. 

First of all, said Mr. Szell, that 
phrase “Bach to Bach” was more 
the creation of crities and com- 
mentators than of the composers 
themselves. What it meant, in ef- 
fect, was “Back to Counterpoint.” 
The group of composers which 
went back to Bach for inspiration, 
really went forward to @ very new 
form of polyphonic writing which 
has become known as linear coun- 
terpoint. Some of those who are 
.working with the new counterpoint 
as promulgated by Arnold Schoen- 
berg of Vianna, have also been in- 
fluenced by the harmonic tradi- 
tion of Richard Strauss. These con- 
stitute.the most important group 
in Germany today. 

The leading figure of that group 
is Paul Hindemith, whose concerto 
for orchestra was played by Mr. 
Szell at his first concert. 

“Hindemith is a young man, less 
than 35, but has composed a great 
quantity of important music,” said 
Mr. Sgell. “There is a Ilot of 
Hindemith chamber music, many 
orchestral works and five operas, 
performed by practically all Ger- 
man houses. In foreign countries 
his operas are, so far, practically 
unknown. 

“His style suggests, in its strong, 
uncompromising  jines, an old 
woodcut. He does not make any 
concession to the prejudices of his 
hearers, nevertheless, he makes an 
impression on the public, not only 
because of his sincerity, but be- 
cause of his strength and original- 
ity. 
“Hindemith’s polyphonic styles 
has been called atonal by some 
persons, but he does not regard it 
as such himself, and if one argues 
according to strict musical logic 
one must agree with him. I would 
say that the difference between 
classic counterpoint and that writ- 
ten by Hindemith is one of degree 
rather than kind. In the old coun- 
terpoint one got a frequent coinci- 
dence of the several voices on a 
chord that satisfied the ear. .In 
Hindemith’s composition this oc- 
curs only at rare intervals, but ft 
does occur. It is important to re- 
member that.

Beneath its hood, the V-16 pre- 
sents a picture of uncommon trim- 
ness. Auxiliary units are chro- 
mium plated, black enamel or 
aluminum. All wiring is concealed. 
Pipes are chromium plated. A 
double dash, on which are mount- 
“ed chrome plated vacuum tanks 
and oi] filter, adds to this impres- 
sion. 

Cylinders are cast eight en bloc 
and are set at an angle of 45 de- 
grees to give inherent balance with 
equally spaced and overlapping 
power impulses. Blocks of oppo- 
site cylinders are slightly staggered 
to permit use of side by side con- 
necting rods. Combustion cham- 
bers are of an advanced design, 
machined all over, with a compres- 
sion ration of 5.5:1. 

A patented automatic valve si- 
lencer allows the use of overhead 
valves without the nolse common- 
ly associated with rocker arms. 

TI'wo separate fuel systems con- 
sisting of gasoline line, carburetor 
and vacuum tank, have provided 
for each block of eight cylinders. 
Both carburetors are of Cadillac 
design.

| Modérn. Motor Fuel 


Must Meet New Needs, 
Says Gasoline Expert 


-Improvements of far reaching ef- 
fect to motorists are being made in 
the production of gasoline, accord- 
,ing to R. C. Jopling, sales manager 
of the marketing division, of the 
Phillips Petroleum Co. Only when 
the motorist understands the fuel- 
ing needs of his aytomobile will 
motor performance reach its high- 
est poimt, Jopling says. 

“The average motorist is too busy 
to make a scientific study of the 
needs of his car’s engine and to 
learn how.to really meet those 
needs,”""/said Jopling. “He leaves 
such problems to the concern from 
whom fre buys his gasoline and oil. 


motor fuel» and‘ certain changes 
taking place that he should under- 
stand in order, to get the highest 
type of performance out of his car. 

“Few motor car owners, for ex- 
ample, realize that although they 
buy gasoline they burn gas, not 
knowing the relation betwetn. gas- 
oline vaporization and motor per- 
formance. Yet this'relation is quite 
simple. When the gasoline-air mix- 
ture tiene a certain 
amount/of the gasoline must vapo- 
rize before the spark can ignite the 
rong ried The ‘colder the weather, 
the less\readily~ this vaporization 
takes place, To compensate for 
this effect, it is necessary that the 
motorist be supplied, in cold cli- 
matesy.and during cold’ weather, 
with a gasoline which will vaporize 
more readily than the average, !f 
he is to enjoy. the ease of starting, 


which warm weather has made him 
accustomed. Furthermore, this in- 
creased tendency of the gasoline to 
vaporize is necessary if unburned 


‘| gasdline is to ‘be kept from: dilut-: 


ing the crankcase oil. The difficul- 
ties sometimes caused by a gasoline 
that vaporizes too easily are read- 
ily eliminated when the manufac- 
ture? exercises careful contro! of 
the nature.and uniformity of his 
product. 

“Only in recent years have the 
leading motor fuel producers made 
any concerted effort to suit their 
product to the varying seasons and 
climates, but even in that “short 
time there has been such progress 
that the old-fashioned gasoline is 
now as out of date as the two.

Thinks 1930 Record 


Year Will Soon 
Be’ Commonplace

The automobile industry, 
whole, did a good job in 1929 and 
now that the New York and Chi- 
céigo0 shows have once again-passed 
into history, we find from these 
two barometers indications § that 
1930 will be a good automobile 
year. Besides the national shows 
und the inferest created by them, 
tnuere is the most important re- 
maining fact that most of the cars 
built in 1923 and 1924, two excel- 
lent years,) will be replaced. Be- 
sides the growing tendency toward 
the ownership of two or more cars 
and with the rapid upward trend 
cf first-time buyers in the newer 


- markets, the indication is that with 


the passing of a few more years 
the record-breaking production of 
1929 will represent only a common- 
piace performance. 

We should see about the same 

profits for 1930 on the average for 
the established automobile dis- 
tributor. A few, however, will 
make a much better showing in 
1930 than in 1929 due to the faet 
that they have. inaugurated more 
belpful sales- policies and also 
found ways and means to cope with 
the used car problem and who also 
take only such cars that can be 
taken as rt payment at prices 
that will permit a fair profit on the 
rew car sold. V@lume in 1930 will 
have to be more carefully watched 
than in previous years and each in- 
dividual sale will need to’ be care- 
fully weighed by the automobile 
dealer, inasmuch as volume will be 
limited. Net profits will have to 
be more carefully guarded.? 
. Generally speaking, the industry 
has done a good servicing job. The 
manufacturers and dealers working 
together have done wonders. to- 
ward making service parts quickly 
available everywheré at reasonable 
prices. Also the very general adop- 
tion of uniform service rates, or 
flat. rate charges, as they are often 
called, has made the path of the 
unscrupulous service man a hard 
and unprofitable one to follow. 
The standard of dealers’ service or- 
ganizations is constantly improv- 
ing. The greasy, slipshod, never- 
on-time, under-performing, but 
overcharging, service man is fast 
disapeparing and will soon be ex- 
tinet.

saved in return, $57 in the cost of 
operating his car. 

“Inasmuch as this improved 
mileage is distributed throughout 
the State, it is fair to assume that 
the motorists as a whole have 
profited by it. The 740,000 motor 
vehicle owners averaging 6000 
miles per annum produced 4,440,- 
000,000 car-miles of transporta- 
tion in 1929. Since one-third of 
the registration is within the two 
large metropolises of the state, 
where there are many miles of 
paved roads and boulevards and, 
therefore, less incentive to use 
State roads, we may deduct one- 
third of the registration, thus leav- 
ing a remainder of 2,960,000,000 
car-miles for the rest of the state. 

“Not all of this transportation is 
carried on the state system, how- 
ever, as this system comprises but 
a small percentage of the total 
roads in the state. We know from 
observation that the State system 
does carry the bulk of the traffic. 
To be conservative, let us assume 
that 20 per cent—or 592,000,000 
“ear miles—were produced on other 
than State roads. This deductien 
leaves 2,868,000,000 car-miles dis. 
tributed in some mannér over the 
State system, 3 
" “An inspection of the traffic 
movement discloses that ‘the main 
thoroughfares, upon which most of 
our concrete pavement is construct- 
ed, carry several times more traf- 
fiee than the gravel roads, and the 
&ravel roads in- turn carry more 
traffic than the unimproved roads. 
If we take the density of the traf- 
fic on the gravel road as unity, the 
traffic dehsity on the unimproved 
road may conservatively be taken 
as one-fourth of that on the grav- 
el road and the traffic density on 
the ‘concrete road as four times 
that on the gravel road.

Loopholes are sought and by 
constant search are usually fdund, 
Even the practical results of the 
Washington Treaty of 1922° ars 
becoming doubtful: The nations 
have been called upon again to 
meet in London to patch up the 
loopholes which the Washington 
Treaty left. Doub‘sess everything 
is being discussed thoroughly and 
time alone can bring to light any 
|new departures not contemplated 
in London whieh the attending 
nations can evolve during the life 
of the new agreement and which 
may circumveut it. 

When we think of the care 
taken during the discussions of 
the Treaty of Versailles to hold

ENEWAL of the seven-year litigation 
Reve fire, tornado and hail insurance 
rates in Missouri, which is virtually cer- 
tain to come as a result of the attempt by 
stock insurance companies to increase rates 
16 2-3 per cent, will bring sharply to the front 
for settlement basic questions on which rest 
the entire subject of insurance rate making. 

What is a “reasonable profit’ which the 
Missouri laws give the companies the right 
to earn? 

Should the buyers of insurance be required 
to pay premiums sufficient to give the com- 
panies, after losses and expenses are de- 
ducted, an amount equal to 8 per cent of 
the total. volume of money paid in premiunis 
by the policyholders? In addition to this 
8 per cent, are the companies entitled to re- 
tain all the earnings from investment of the 
policyholders’ premiums? Or, should the in- 
surance, rates be placed at a figure to pro- 


duce an amount, which, with the investment 


earnings, would .give the companies a fair 
return, not on the amount of money paid by 
the policyholders, but on the private capital 
thé companies use in their Missouri business? 

In determining profits, should the Super- 
intendent of Insurance accept withoft ques- 
tion’ the companies’ statement of their ex- 
penses, or should he go deeply into the ex- 
penditures to ascertain whether the manag- 
ments are extravagant, whether Missouri pol- 


iecyholders are being assessed to pay exorbi- 


tant salaries, and whether Missouri is be- 
ing fairly treated in the apportionment of 
the expense among the states? 


Competition tor Business 

Runs Up the Cost. 

_ Insurance, it is admitted, is 2 business re- 
quiring comparatively little capital, _ opera- 
tions being conducted almost entirely on the 
premiums paid by policyholders, which un- 
der the rates in‘ effect throughout the coun- 
try supply sufficient funds to pay all losses, 
to meet all expenses, to build up a constant- 
ly mounting surplus and to pay .stockhold- 
fers handsome dividends. 

Though to a considerable extent a state- 
regulated business as are public utilities, an 
insurance company: has no costly plant in- 
vestment*on which it is entitled to earnings, 
as has a utility. Though rates on the more 
important classifications of insurance are the 
same for all companies and ‘there is no com- 
petition as to rates, there is active competi- 
tion for business. The effect of this compe- 
tition, as will be shown, is to increase the 
cost of insurance to the policyholders—the 
greater the volume of business the greater 
the cost in proportion to the business done. 

It is.the practice of insurance companies 
in figuring net profits in arriving at a basis

From this total they 
deduct the total amount of losses paid and 
the total amount of the expenses of doing 
business, apportioning to each state, on the 
ratio the premiums collected in the state 
bear to the total premiums collected, the ex- 
penses which are not directly chargeable to a 


state. 
Unearned Premium Defined 
by Missouri Supreme Court. 

An unearned premium, according to a def- 
inition by Justice White of the Missouri Su- 
prehe Court “is that portion efa premium 
paid which must be returned to the insured 
on the cancellation of the policy and is in 
direct proportion to the unexpired time dur- 
ing which the policy is.to run. They are 
paid in advance for a service to be thereafter 
rendered. That is, it is what a company 
must repay when it cancels a policy. As we 
understand it, it is not the short-rate pay- 
ment which the in8ured receives when he de- 
sires to cancel a policy.” Feat 2 
. For illustration: A home owner takes a 
three-year fire insurance policy on his resi- 
dence, paying a premium of $90. At the mo- 
tient the policy is taken ahd the premium is 
paid, the entire premium? is unearned, but 
instantly it begins to assume the form of 
earned premium, a condition which is not 
entirely reached until the last day of the 
three-year period. At the end of one year 
$30 is earned premium and $60 is unearned 
premium. 

Obviously there is a\daily switch in the

policies expiring daily. Through a system, 
described by Justice White as “a triumph of 
bookkeeping skill,”” a company is able to fig- 
ure just what proportion of the premiums on, 
its books is 2arned and what is unearned. .

~Year’s Profit and Loss. 

In arriving at a profit and loss figure on 
the business of a year, the company practice 
is to start with the total of earned premiums, } 
which of a Certainty is-much less than the 
total of premiums actually received, © The 
theory is that because a policy might be can- 
celled and the company might: be required to 
return the unearned part of the prenifum, 


Tsuch .a premium is not actually the property| 


of the company. In other words, for profit 
and loss purposes, the comipany considers it- 
self merely the custodian of the unearned 


premium for the policyHolder. 


the company bookkeeping practice to deduct 
not the lossés and expenses paid out;-but the 
losses and expenses incurred, there being a 
marked difference between “paid” and Cal 
‘curred.”’ 

‘When a fire loss occurs, sometimes it is 
not paid for several weeks, and frequently 
not for several months. According to insur- 
ance authorities, the custom is to enter the 
loss at an estimated figure, which remains 
on the books as an “‘incurred loss” tntil tha 
claim is adjusted and settled. Settlements, 


it is said, usually are at a much lower figure 


than the estimates. 

So, having deducted the incurred losses 
and expenses from the total of earned pre- 
miums, the company figures the-difference 
as the profit, and this difference, it insists, 
must, to give it a fair earning} amount to -8 
per cent of the total of tl®H premiums re- 
ceived, or, in other words, 8 per cent -of 
the policyholders’ money it has pPandled, The 
total of premiums received comes in as the 
amount on which they demand an earning,,| 
but not for profit and loss purposes. 

This is far from the whole story of an 
insurance company earning, however, since 
approximately 60 per cent of the profit a 
company receives is from the investment of 
the premiums and the investment. of the cap- 
ital and surplus. On these investment earn- 
ings the companies seek to avoid making any 
accounting whatever to the policyholders in 
figuring earnings in connection with rate 
making. It is their theory that as long as 
a company pays it- losses it is none of the 
policyholders’ business what the company 
does with his money.. Even the unearned 
premiums, which afe not considered compa- 
ny money when it comes to figuring profit 
and loss, become company money for invest- 
ment earning*purposes. . 


Where State and Companies 


Differ on Rate-Making. i

First, to lease one-fourth of the power 
to the Southern California Edison Co. and as- 
sociated interests. .Second, to issue a lease to the city 
of Los Angeles and the Metropolitan Water District 
of Southern California. Later came word that a lease 
would be granted jointly to Los Angetes and the 
Southern California Edison. The latest plan is to lease 
the power to the private companies with which Los 
Angeles and the Metropolitan Water District may 
contract for power and water on such terms as they 
can. 

All this, to be sure, is tentative. Yet the logical de- 
duction 4s that if he persists in his present policy 
Mr- Wilbur not only will have nullified a vital pro- 
vision of the Boulder Dam act, but he will have stran- 
‘gled the very spirit of the law. 

The purpose of the Boulder Dam act is well under- 
stood. It is to determine the practicability of de 
veloping our hydro-electric power resources by pub- 
lic initiative. Boulder Dam is, or was designed by 
Congress to be, a great experiment in public owner- 

ip and operation of a great natural resource. That 


Twas the issue in the long legislative battle at Wash- 


ington. And for a departmental head thus to defy 
the considered judgment of Congress and to evade the 
mandate of the statute is, indeed, a disturbing exhi- 
bition of bureaucratic arrogance. It is hardly too 
much to characterize it as official lawlessness. 

Public opinion, we feel sure, will resent the as- 
sumption of Mr. Wilbur that our cities and states are 
“dead beats,” whose word is no good with the Fed- 
eral Government except it be accompanied by a bond. 
As a matter of fact, the Boulder Dam act exempts the 
cities and states from the necessity of voting bonds. 

Moreover, public opinion will recall that the tactics 

of Mr. Wilbur in this instance are painfully remi- 
niscent of an unspeakable predecessor’s. It is dis- 
tastefu] to bracket the name of the present Secretary 
of the Interior with that of Albert B. Fall, but it is 
written in the record, nevertheless, that when Fall, 
as Secretary of the Interior, was plotting to lease the 
Government’s oil lands to Doheny and Sinclair he, 
too, sought legal sanction from the Solicitor of the 
Department. The unhappy coincidence is further 
strengthened by the fact that the Solicitor who pro- 
vided Fall with the desired authority is the same E. 
C. Finney who has similarly accommodated Mr. 
Wilbur. 
' This much is certain: In undertaking to defeat the 
purpose of the Boulder Dam act Secretary Wilbur 
has let himself and the Hoover administration in 
for a fight of the first magnitude.

President Lon Hocker of the Board of Police 
Commissioners said at the conclusion of the hear- 
ing that “policemen may use what force is necessary 
to restrain a prisoner, but they should not use force 
on account of personal hostility because the prisoner 
is insulting or offensive.” 

We sympathize with policemen who have diffi- 
culty in handling persons whom they arrest. Of 
course, in handling criminals, when their lives are 
in danger, they are justified in using either the club 
or the revolver. They are themselves conservators 
of law and order, and are never justified in using 
unnecessary brutality in arresting or examin- 
ing persons accused of offenses. This should not 
be permitted in cases where persons are accused of 
crime, much less in handling minor offenses. _ 

There is another practice of the police which the 
Police Board should look into. That is of arresting 
persons on suspicion of wrong doing or without any 
evidence of offenses. against the law; sometimes 
merely because they do not immediately obey a po- 
li¢eman’s order, or defend themselves against an 
accusation, or “talk back.” Occasionally ‘there are 
reports of many arrests, sometimes 100 or 160, of a 
youth, without conviction on any charge. Manifest- 
ly there is no evidence of*crime against such 4 per- 
son, and it is incredible that a man should be ar- 
rested time after time without sufficient evidence 
to convict him. There is inevitably in these cases 
suspicion of police persecution. 

When a youth has been arrested several times, al- 
though there is no evidence of any offense against 
the law on his part, he becomes a police character. 
He is arrested again and again, and because he is 
branded as a police character he is cut off from any 
legitimate means of living. The practice increases 
criminality. It creates hostility against the police 
on the part of mistreated young men and tends to 
make them enemies of society. It is contrary to 
American principles of justice and American law. 
It should not be tolerated.

The League of Nations—Pro and Con 


Deep. suspicions of League still prevail in many quarters, says Commonweal; some 
consider it dangerous to patriotism; our own Middle West cited as still opposed; 
nevertheless, Geneva body has met great reconstruction crises and ‘helped ,solve 
war debt problem; U. S. non-membership considered no disadvantage to either side.

N Sept. 7 of last year, the cornerstone 
(oe the projected “palace” of the League 
of Nations was laid, with appropriate 
ceremonies in which the disgruntled as 
well as the enthusiastic citizens of Geneva 
took part. It is no secret that many resi- 
dents of Calvin's old city accuse the in- 
ternational bureaucracy created by the 
League of having raised the cost of living 
and increased the number of tourist autos. 
Similarly there are still not a few per- 
eons in all parts of the ‘world who view 
this fraternizing among nations with deep 
suspicion. Some believe that it is all a mat- 
ter of oratorical smoke-screens, behind 
which the real powers which govern world- 
ly affairs proceed to their ends with un- 
diminished cynicism. Others hold that the 
League is dangerous—dangerous because 
its decisions may cause rather than prevent 
war, dangerous because patriotism alone 
is worthy of the human intelligence and 


heart. Our own Middle West is still pretty — 


firmly committed to this point of view, 
holding that it was sold out by the dreams 
of Mr. Wilson. And a recent book by Rene 
Benjamin, “Les Augures de Geneve,” is a 
fair sample of the scorn which extreme 
nationalists in Europe heap upon an inati- 
tution about which they carefully refrain 
from knowing too much. 
a * a 

For all that, the League is 10 years o)d, 
it is beginning to house itself appropri- 
atély, and it has assumed a system of func- 
tions which it performs with dispatch. It 
has both a record of achievements and a 
conception of possibilities no observer of 
political realties, however antipathetic, can 
ignore. 

In 1920 Europe had underwritten treaties 
which virtually guaranteéd the stability of 
a new map of the world. The Allies were not 
merely victorious, They professed to be the 
sole guardians of political justice and dem- 
ocratic aspiration. Nevertheless it was per- 
“fectly clear that this pose would be diffi- 


- gult to maintain. On the one hand, their 


moral case was immediately and seriously 
assailed by fhe publication of secret docu- 
ments, the dissatisfaction of the United 
States, and the secession of Russia from 
the social order of Western Europe. On the 


other hand, six months had not passed - 


before it was wholly evident that while the 
Central Powers had been defeated they re- 
mained invaluable components of the eco- 
nomic structure of Europe: and in about 
the same length of time the horizon began 
to bristle with problems created by the re- 
distribution of national] boundaries. 


One after another, the great crises were 
met, In not a single instance -was the 
League itself the direct instrument of set- 
tlement, but almost always the League was 
the starting point and (one may say) the 
incentive. If there had been no organized 
international machinery at Geneva, war be- 
tween Greece and Italy could hardly have 
been avoided by a conferénce of Ambas- 


sadors during 1923. Without the League, the - 


great work of Locarno might have been 
postponed for years. Even im the most vitai 
matters—regulation of war debts, evacu- 
ation of German territory, naval disarma-

ment—the League was an indispensable 
part of the background, even though the 
actual settlements were effected through 
conferences in which the United States, of- 
ficially an absentee, took a leading role. 

Meanwhile it had brought not a few 
tasks to a successful conclusion. It was the 
agency which made possible the financial 
reconstruction of Austria, through) a loan 
in 1922; it had effected the rescue of Greek 
refugees, fleeing from the victorious Musta- 
pha Kemal; and, in having respected the 
protest of the Hély See against the original 
Balfour agreement, it had to some extent 
made itself the mouthpiece of the Euro- 
pean conscience.

No doubt, however, the rehabilitation of 
Germany has been the greatest achieve- 
ment of the League to date. While the en- 
try of the Reich caused not a few flurries 
and one important quarrel, it did more than 
any other thing could to guarantee the sta- 
bility of the Geneva-institution, 

To concur in this view and to obtain for 
France the benefits it seemed to, involve 
has been the great service of Aristide Bri- 
and. Many consider him the fo ost po- 
litical figure as yet identified with. the 
League, Briand has voiced again and again 
the expectations of progressive public opin- 
ion., never forgetting the interests of his 
own country, yet always realizing that a 
stable Europe cannot be based upon French 
military hegemony. 

Great Britain has sent two of its mést 
adroit statesmen to the League, and even 
the prejudiced must admit that Lord Cecil 
and Sir Austen Chamberlain have faced is- 
sues with a breadth and cohtemporaneous- 
ness which pre-war diplomacy seldom per- 
mitted. The presence of such personalities 
has been of unquestionable value.

ren from earnings. They earn 
huge profits on their capital, and 
from excess earnings are abje to 
lay aside enormous surplus funds, 
which, having been paid in excess 
rates, are really policyholders’ 
money. This surplus is invested. 
While the theory that the busi- 
ness in each state should be profit- 
able as distinguished from the 
business as a whole, appears 
sound, and while it might be that 
in one state the companies might 
be losing money and thus entitled 
to a higher rate, there is nothing 
to indicate that Missouri is such a 
stae. Although, taking one of the 
larger and representative compa- 
nies, the losses in Missouri appear 
to be higher than the average for 
the United States, being 59.5 per 
cent of premiums in Missouri, and 
52.9 per cent in the country as a 
whole, the average rate for $100 of 
insurance also is shown to be high- 
er in Missouri than in comparable 


, states, the Missouri average being 


$1.01 and that of other similar 
states ranging from 79 cents to 96 
cents. 

On the question of the adminis- 
tration expenses of the companies 
there also is certain to arise again 
a difference between the State and 
the companies, and the indications 
are that the State’s theory will be 
more vigorously prosecuted this 
time, the law having been changed 
materially since the former test 
period. The law, as set out at the 
beginning of this article, directs the 
superintendent to inquire into the 
economy of management of the 
companies, and Superintendent 
Thompson has started to contply 
with this direction. . His feat a 
was taken several days ago when 
he sent to the companies a ques- 
tionnaire direeting them to report 
their expenses in greater detail 
than heretofore. | 


“Nobody’s Business. 

As in the matter of investment 
profits, it is the companies’ posi- 
tien that it is none of the business 
of the State-what their expenses 
are. They may, they contend, pay 
as high salaries as they desire, as 
high commissions as they wish, 
and be as extravagant as they 
please.

Was any business ever so gen- | 


erally prosperous? The plaintiffs 
(the companies) by this show- 
ing, every five years can quad- 
ruple their original investment, 
or double their total accumula- 
tions, and at the same time pay 
as dividends 10 per cent per an- 
num. Three-fourths of this is 
dué tothe underwriting. busi- 
ness, as they count it, nothwith- 
standing the enormous losses in 
that branch of the business in 
Missouri. Yet, as we will show, 
mofe than half of the State’s in- 
vestment earnings are directly 
due to the underwriting  busi- 
ness. 

Are we to believe that, rates 
are so much higher in other 
states than here, notwithstand- 
ing many of them have rating 
acts, that this enormous profit 
can thus be accounted for? The 
evidence does not show any such 
condition. On the contrary by 
the method of ascertaining prof- 
its and losses which the respond- 
ents seek to apply in this case, 
the companies during the last 20 
years have made an undervwrit- 
ing profit of less than* 1 per 
cent. This.is the teeth of the 
undisputed figures that the un- 
dérwriting profit has resulted in 
the enormous gains shown 
above. Thus the, to us, unex- 
plored mysteries of bookkeeping 
present the problems. to be 
solved, 


Dividends to Policyholders. 


According to officials of the Mis- 
souri Insurance Department, the 
fire insurance companies stand 
alone in the insurance business in 
the position that they should be 
permitted an underwriting profit. 
These officials say the life and 
casualty companies are satisfied 
with their investment earnings, 
figuring on rates sufficient to pay 
losses and expenses of administra- 
tion only. The life companies even 
pay dividends to policyholders. 

In a preliminary study of. the 
rate increase schedule, departmen- 
tal officials have begun to analyze 
the annual reports of the com- 
panies, in an effort to arrive at 
tentative figures of income and out- 
go. The first company reports 
taken up by departmental actuaries 
were those of the Aetna Insurance 
Co. of Hartford, Conn., which the 
department classes as fairly rep- 
resentative of the business as a 
whole in Missouri. 

They early encountered the same 
difficulty that was met in the 
previous rate litigation, that 
conflicting items in the Various re- 
ports, each company having three 
on file in the department, one an 
annual report, one an underwrit- 
ing experience report and one an 
exhibit filed in support of the raté 
increase schedule. 

Justice White commented 
this condition in his opinion: 

It has been demonstrated that 
the reports upon which the 
Superintendent of § Insurance 
reached his conclusion and or- 
dered the reduction were incor- 
rect in many respects, although 
these reports were sworn to by 
the several companies and filed, 
as the statute required, in his 
department for the purpose of 
furnishing him the information 
upon which he might act in such 
a case. Errors were pointed out 
in the reported premiums and 
expenses, duplications were 
shown: on the whole, the reports 
wére shown to be entirely un- 
trustworthy. 

Discrepancies Pointed Out. 

The Aetna annual report, for ex- 
ample, gave the premium income in 
Missouri in 1928 as $492,680. Its 
underwriting experience report

$443,368, uae in the exhibit it was 
placed at the same figure.as in 
the arinual report. A cursory ex- 
amination of reports of other com- 
panies revealed discrepancies even 
greater than those in the Astana re- 
ports, 

Finding it impossible se recon- 
cile the differences in the reports, 
the examiners took the sworn an- 
nual report for their purposes. 
Applying ‘their own bookeeping 
methods, the examiners demon- 
strated to their own satisfaction 
that in the five-year period from 
1924 to 1928, the Aetna ea ro 
16.2 per cent on premium in 
fin Missouri, and 95.8 per cent ne 
the capital devoted to the Missouri 
business. In reaching these figures 
the examiners counted ‘in the prof- 
its on all investments of the com- 
pany. Eliminating investment in- 
come on capital and surplus, and 
accounting for it only on unearned 
premiums, the earning on the Mis- 
souril business was demonstrated to 
have been 11.3 per cent on pre¢ 
mium income, and 66.6 per, cent 
on capital in Missouri. 

The State examiners, working 
out a sample table of insurance 
experience, and taking the Aetna 
as an example, listed from the an- 
nual report a total income for the 
five years of $3,452,474, which in- 
cluded $2,998,295 of premium in- 
come, $213,886 of investment in- 
come on unearned premiums, $148,- 
667 of investment income en capital 
and surplus and $91,626 which they 
estimated the company was entitled 
to collect under a 15 per cent in- 
crease in rates granted in 1920, but 
which the companies had ‘not put 
entirely into effect. They have the 
right to collect this increase and 
presumably will collect it in the 
future, it being applied as rapidly 
as they rerate . properties. 


Aetna’s Business. 


The examiners listed a total out- 
/go for the period as $2,965,826. 
by taking losses of $1,940,922 
claimed by the company, and ex- 
penses Of $1,272,374, and by mak- 
ing deductions from ese claims 
in &ccordance with fhe depart- 
ment’s theories of the proper items 
to allow for losses and for ex- 
penses. From the company’s loss 
figure, the examiners deducted 
$166.517 for St: Louis tornado 
losses, which they contend are not 
properly chargeable ‘to Missouri 
under the custom of insurance 
company operation, and also de- 
ducted $36,958 for losses paid on 
risks reinsured by the Aetna in 
other companies. This, according 
to the State examinars, gave the 
Aetna a net loss allowance of $1,- 
737,447. 

The deduction of $166,517 of 
tornado losses is in accordance 
with a system, as outlined by the 
State examiners, under which an 
insurance company charges:to the 
business of a state only a portion 
of a catastrophe and spreads the 
remainder over the business of all 
other states, a catastrophe being 
defined as a fire or tornado which 
causes. aggregate insurance loss 
paymentg of more than $1,000,000. 
This is recognized as a proper in- 
surance procedure, as otherwise a 
particularly heavy loss, such as the 
San Francisco fire of 1907, would, 
if charged entirely to the business 
of one state, necessitate prohibitive 
rates, In 1927 the St. Louis and 
Poplar Bluff tornadoes caused 
losses in excess of $12,000,000, 
only a portion of which is properly 
chargeable to Missouri in the fix- 
ing of rates. 

‘From the company’s expense 
item of $1,272,374 the examiners 
deducted $29,045 on account of 
special taxes in Connecticut, $12,- 
325 on account of excess commis- 
sions paid agents and brokers in 
St. Louis, and $2625 of Federal 
taxes, which the Supreme Court in 
the former litigation held were not 
properly to be considered as a part 
of the expenses apportionable to 
Missouri. 

On this showimeg, the examiners 
found that the net income of the 
Aetna in Missouri in the five-year 
period was $486,648, or $97,329 for 
one year. 

The Aetna has a capitalization of 
$7,500,000. It reported to the de- 
partment that .0203 per cent of its 
business was in Missouri. On this 
basis the portion of its capital now 
used in Missouri is -$152,250. An 
earning of $97,329 is 64.5 per cent 
on $152,500. However, during the 
test period the Aetna’s capital was 
only $5,000,000. Of that amount, 
$101,500 was used in Missouri, and 
the earning on that was figured to 
have been 95.8 per cent. 

Five-Year Experience. 

Under the Missouri law, rates 
may be increased or reduced only 
on the basis of a five-year experi- 


‘ence, the theory being that unusual 


conditions in one year might pro- 
duce a showing entirely out of line 
with the average experience of ad 
company, but that over a five-year 
period a bad year would be offset 
by a good one. 

The experience of the companies 
on tornado insurance is an example. 
Tornado losses in Missouri over a 
long period of years had been 
small, yet in 1928 they paid losses 
aggregating $12,487,177. In that 
one year they paid out for tornado 
losses more than 70 per cént of 
their total losses on this class of 
business for five years. 

According to the exhibit filed, in 
the five years the companies join- 
ing in the application had a total 
premium income of $127,376,006, 
During the same years, they rep- 
resented, they actually paid out to 
policyholders in losses a total of 
$81,720,230, or 64.15 per cent of 
all they recejved in premiuma. 
Their administration expenses dur- 
ing the same period they reported 
as $56,418,839, or 44.29 per cent 
of all they received in premiums. 
On this calculation, the cOmpanies 
represent that they paid out in 
losses and expenses $10,763,063 
more than they received in pre- 
miums. ’ 

If their profit and loss were 
figured on the basis of earned pre-

: Omissions by “Companies. 


In a statewide advertising cam-| 


paign in support of their applica- 
tion, the companies have made a 

different calculation than either of 
these, contending that in the fu-

of 14.2 per cent. This is on the 


basis of the 10 per t reduction 
which former Superintendent Hyde 
ordered, and which the companies 


put into effect as of February, 1928, 


The 162-3 per cent increase 
are asking is on the Hyde rating. 

On the basis of this 10 per cent 
reduction, the companies contend, 
their premium income on the vol- 
ume of business during the five- 
year period would have been $116,- 
$28,888, and their paid losses and 
expenses’ $133,426,613, an under- 
writing loss of $16,597,725, or 14.2 
per cent. ~¢ 

In none -of these calculations 
have the companies made any ac- 
counting for inwestment earnings, 
nor have they. shown expenses in 
sufficient detail to indicate the de- 
gree of economy with which they 
condtict their business. ‘Their ex- 
perises have been unsupervised. 

The chief item of expense of an 
insurance company is commissions 
paid to agents. Intense business 
competition, according tv Insurance 
Department officials, has led in 
many instances to the payment of 
exorbitant commissions. In gen- 
eral in the State, outside. of St. 
Louis, the insurance agent receives 
25 per cent of the premium on the 

policy he writes, This is the regu- 
lar commission, applying to the 
greater part of the business, though 
on insurance on large industrial 
plants, where the premium is big, 
the commission sometimes is as 
low as 15 per cent. 

+ Commissions to Agénts. 


But in St. Louis, where the fight 
for business is most bitter, the 
commissions frequently run as high 
as 40 per cent. In fact, according 
to official information, that is the, 
customary Sst. Louis commission, 
though usuall? the agent does not 
get al) of it. 

In St. Louis a lake part of the 
insurance business is handled. by 
brokers, who do not write the poli- 
cies themselves, but turn the busi- 
ness over to favored agents. The 
cOmpanies quite naturally desire 
the favor of the brokers, and reach 
for this favor by paying handsome 
commissions. 

Thus, it is not uncommon for 
$40 of each $100 insurance pre- 
mium to be taken out ‘at once to 
pay the agent and the broker, leav- 
ing the company only $60 to pay 
losses and other, expenses, 

It is the position of the Insur- 
lance Department that this is an 
unwarranted expenditure of the. 
policyholders’ money, and that if 
the companies are so anxious for 
business, they, and not the policy- 
holder, should pay the extra ex- 
pense of getting it. This position 
was sustained by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court in the recent litiga- 
tion, the court deducting the 
amount of these excess commis- 
sions in reaching a conclusion as to 
a reasonable profit. 

The effect of this éompetition is 
to increase the cost of insurance 
the more business the companies 
do the greater the cost to the in- 
sured. This leads to another pe- 
culiarity of the insurance business. 
In most lines of/ business, the ratio 
of expense to inqgme decreases as 
the volume increases. With insur- 
ance it appears it sometimes goes 
up and sometimes goes down, but 
the trend is quite decidedly up- 
ward. 


High Oost of Business. 


On a total business of °$22,380,- 
529 in 1924 in Missouri, as given in 
the companies’ underwriting expe- 
rience exhibit, the expense ratio 
was 44.5 per'cent, In 1928 on a 
total business of $27,221,192,; the 
expense ratio was 45.4 per cént, 
or, comparing 1924 with 1928 ona 
volume of business $4,840,663 
greater in 1928, the expense ratio 
was 1 per cent higher. | 

On the fire insurance 
which is more than 70 per cent of 
the total regulat business of the 
companies in Missouri, the increase 
in expense ratio is even~ greater. 
In 1924 on a total fire business of 
$17,282,719, the expense ratio was 
44.5. In 1928 on a business of 
$18,445,473, an increase from 1924 
of $1,162,754, the expense ratio 
was 46 per cent, or 1.5 per cent 
higher. 

With the experience of the Aetna, 
it is apparent that the fire insur- 
ance companies, even accepting 
their own figures, but applying a 
different method of calculation, are 
enjoying a profitable business in 
Missouri, but the secret of the cor- 
rectness of the earning figure lieg. 
in the items of.expenses and losses, 
If these are too high the rates are 
too high, and up to the present 
there has been neither supervision 
nor investigation of their correct- 
ness. 


Investigation of Expenses.” 

| It has been the contention of the 
department that through + ning 
surante and inadequaté inspectio 
of risks, the fire insurance com- 
panies actually have 
losses. It Kas been pointed out that 
so long as the companies are per- 
mitted an earning of 8 per cent on 
premiums above losses and  ex- 
penses, and so long as there is not 
supervision of expenses or of the 
amount of insurance written on 
risks, the companies are not in- 
terested in reducing either the:ex- 
penses Or the losses.

The St. Louis tornado is cited as 
an example of how a catastrophe 
works to the advantage of the com- 
panies. In 1927 the total prem- 
iums derived from tornado business 
in Missouri amounted to $2,524,271. 
The tornado occurred in 19$8 and 
that year premiums jumped $759,- 
214 to a total of $3,283,485. Tor 
nadoes are of infrequent occur- 
rence, but the memory of one lin- 
gers for years and keeps property 
covered with tornado insurance: 

As an illustration of just how 
good a business the insurance busi- 
ness is, the Aetna is again referred 
to. It has paid dividends consist- 
ently since its organization, the 
rate of dividend for many years 
having ranged from 10 per cent 
to 25 per cent. For each of the 
five years of the, test period it paid 
24 per cent & year on its capital. 
In addition to these dividends, it 
transferred to surplus $4,254,000. 
So prosperous was the business that 
in 1928 the stockholders in addi- 
tion to receiving their 24 per cent 
were permitted to purchase 250,- 
000 shares of new stock of the 
company at par, $100. During 
1928 the Aetna stock sold on the 
market at from $730 to $825 a 
share. 

By the end of 1928 the conipany 
had built up a. surplus of $24,- 
942,039, taken from insurance pre- 
miums in addition to paying big 
dividends.

ANNUALLY BY PEOPLE OF U. S. 


‘Auttios ies Summary of Report Made by 
Committee Which Surveyed Recent 
Ran Economic Changes. . 


The need of 400,000 new homes 
annually to properly housé all per- 
‘sons of the United States, ig em- 
} phasized by Edward Eyre Hunt, 


secretary of the President’s confer- 
énce on unemployment, in “An 
Audit of America,” his summary 
of the report and survey of eco- 
nomic conditions issued by the 
committee on recent economic 
‘changes. Hunt names the survey 
“a description of the levels on 
which the American. people live.” 
His discussion -is contained in a 
chapter summarizing the findings 
of Dr. John M. Gries dealing with 
construction, Which he refers to as 
the “balance wheel of industry.” 

Hunt points out that although 
construction in recent years has 
reached an annual value of $7,000,- 
000,000, that amount is conserva- 
tive in relation to fhe national in- 
come and, savings When compared 
with the pre-war figures. 

“The annual increase in popula- 
tion,”* Hunt ‘says, “has become 
much more nearly stabilized, and 
we as a people now require an 
annual addition of 400,000 homes 
as well as other structures. The 
-net loss.of the farm population to 
cities and towns kas resulted in an 
unusual demand for urban “dwell- 
ings; the growth in per capita in- 
come and savings has had its ef- 
fect, as well as the obsolescence 
of existing structures; and the sup- 
ply of investment funds has great- 
ly increased, and until 1929 there 
was a generally lower trend of in- 
terest rates. Steady progress has 
also been made toward systematiz- 
ing the nation’s building’ program 
and toward a,national pooling of 
part of the funds.” 

Business Asserts Influence. 

In analyzing the building prob- 
lem that arose during the post- 
war era, he asserts that generat 
business conditions have exerted a 
marked influence on the amount of 
new building undertaken. This fell 
off strikingly in 1924 and again in 
1927. He Says the abundant cred- 
Ats available for construction have 
not resulted in building boom, fre- 
quently the forerunner of depres. 
sion. Only once, he declares, in 
the spring of 1923, new construc- 
tion was being -profectéd so rap- 
idly that wholesale prices of build- 
ing materials began to mount. In 
March of that year Mr. Hoover. 
then Secretary of Commerce, in re- 
ply to the President, wrote sug- 
gesting that Federal building be 
deferred for a time. 

Hunt also points out that in 
April, 1923, the report of the Com- 
mittee on Business Cycles and Un- 
emplogement of the  President’s 
conference on unemployment ad- 
vised the construction of public 
works and of large public service 
corporations in less active periods. 
The building problem then was 
safely adjusted to the capacity of 
ithe industry. 

In the case of residential and 
| commercial buildings, Hunt  as- 
ee there is much more planning 
of a basic sort than before the war. 
City planning and zoning has ad- 
vanced and he sees the develop- 
ment of the national *“‘Federal aid” 
highway system and the’ intercon- 


nection of electric power systems 
as further evidences of construct 
tion broadly planned. 
‘ Discusses New Trends. 
Other trends in the field of con- 
struction mentioned by Hunt are

the great savings effected through 
careful analysis of strains and 
stresses, the wider use of specifica- 
tions and better inspection, the in- 
creased use of noncorrosive ma- 
terials, the greater utilization of 
labor-saving machinery and a more 
general rental of construction ma- 
chinery and equipment, which has 
tended to reduce averhead carry- 
costs. and . transportation 
charges. : 

“The total construction of indus- 
trial bujldings,” he says, ‘“‘is still 
liable to considerable fluctuations, 
but since 1922 there have been no 
such wide swings as during the 
three preceding years. More gen- 
eral relianee upon electric power 
received from central stations 
makes for stability-in the construc- 
tion of generating facilities. 

“Building structures represent, 
on the whole, a decreasing propor- 
tion of the total investments in 
industrial plants, with a growing 
proportion in machinery and equip- 
ment. Improvements in manufac- 
turing processes have frequently 
diminished the amount of space re- 
quired and dependable railway 
transportation has reduced the 
amount of space needed for the 
storage of Taw materials, 


“Less time is required for con-j| 


struction without excessive pay- 
ment-fer speed. One case is re- 
ported of a firm of enginéers which 
built a plant of 20 stories in 280 
talendar days. Most of the struc- 
tures were four. stories high. 
of reinforced concrete,-and the to- 
tal cost about $7,500,000.” 
Better Building Technique. 

Hunt comments on the post-wdr 
ronstruction program of public 
works and utilities as not only no- 
table for their magnitude but for 
the marked developments which 
they have shown in planning, 
financing and technique,.* “Instead 
of a spectacular reaching out into 
undeveloped territories, such as 
characterized the decades of rail- 
way building during the latter - art 
of the nineteenth century,” he de- 
clares, “these have been devoted to 
filling in and extending facilities 
for transportation and communica- 
tion within areas already inhabited 
and beyond the pioneering’ stage. 
Fronr the point of view of-business 
stability this change In the char- 
acter of construction is important 
because it is planned in order to 
meet needs which exist or can be 
readily predicted, rather than needs 
whieh must be guessed at. 

“Not long before the World War 
we were generally considered 
backward with respect to improved 
highways. The development of one 
of the finest systems of improved 
roads in the world has been effect- 
ed mainly since the war. More 
than $1,000,000,000 annually is now 
spent for the construction and 
maintenance of rural roads, and 
$400,000,000 or more is spent by 
cities for street improvement and 
maintenance. The Federal Bureau 
of Public Works in co-operation 
with State authorities has worked 
out a well co-ordinated network of 
185,772 miles of principal roads, 
about one-third of which has been 
improved. There remains much 
room for better planning of high. 
Way improvements, especially in 
the way of co-operation between 
the authorities in adjoining coun- 
ties and between those of cities and 
those of. neighboring rural terri- 
tory.”’

PROTECTION OF HOME 
BUYERS 1 PLANNED 


Better Business Bureau Devel- 
oping Code-of Practice of 
Building Industry. 


The Executive Council of the 
Construction Industries Division of 


the Better Business Bureau of St./ 


Louis is trying to develop a code 
of standards and practice for the 
various branches of the industry to 
more clearly outline the relation- 
ship and responsibility of the va- 
rious branches of the construction 
industry to the a. In draft- 
ing these standar: the division 
will consult with ” me specia! advi- 
sory committees selected from the 
branches. 

The information thus developed 
may be used-by the public as a 
measure. or dvfinition of proper 
material, workmanship and con- 
struction: 

In compiling and distributing 
this information the division hopes 
to protect the public from inferior 
workmanship, and from the substi- 
tution or sts acs Rata a of ma- 
terials. 

Available for All. 

The Better Business Bureau 
plans to have this information 
from 21 industries available at all 
times so that when a home builder 
or purchaser plans to invest there 
will be accurate information avail- 
able for him so he may determine 
whether he _ is getting value re- 
ceived. An example of how these 
standards may oe used is that of 
the present city ordinances cover- 
ing the installation of warm-air 
heating ‘apparatus. Many home 
owners have learned that their 
reating equipment is inadequate to 
meet the low temperatures that 
have prevailed during the past sev- 
eral weks. 

The warm-air furnace industry 
has condtcted a research at the 
University of Illinois since *1918, 
out of which a standard code has 
been evolved. This code provides 
that if a temperature of 70 degrees 
is desired in the house, a furnace 
of a definite capacity must be used 
and installed, according to rutes 
which have been proven accurate. 
The heating plant must be, con- 
nected with a flue-of proper area 
and, height, and the flue must be 
tight. The plant installation must 
be fireproof. 

The code has been Ancorporated 
into a St. Louis city ordinance 
which requires inspection: by the 
City Building Department. In a 
new house it is very easy for the 
building department to make a 
check, but in old houses a furnace 
may‘ be replaced without ong neces- 
sary inspection.

GAIN SHOWN IN

‘NEW-YORK, Feb. 1.—Big bulld- 
ing activity in the United States 
made an auspicious beginning for 
the new year in reaching a total 
of $624,502,000 for all classes of 
contemplated heavy construction 
operations announced during Jan- 
uary, the McGraw-Hill Construc- 
tion Daily reports: This figure 
compares with $6550,120,000 in 
January, 1929. In the past week 
proposed projects were valued at 
$190,802,000, which compares with 
$118,5614,700 in the ‘preceding 
week and $113,550,008 in the cor- 
responding week last year. Public 
work, commercial and industrial 
‘building activity continued at a 
high level.

Application for a permit to erect 
a 60,000-watt transmitter ~ for 
Wham at Rochester, N. Y., has 
been filed with the Federal Radio 
Commission. 

WHAM has exclusive night time 
use of the 1150 kilocycle cleared 
Because of the location 
of its channel between KMOX and 
WIL, WHAM is seldom tuned in by 
St. Louis listeners. It is owned 
and operated by a radio manufac- 
turer, the Stromberg-Carlson Tele- 
phone Manufacturing Co., and has 
a close affiliation with the EHast- 


man School of Music in Rochester. . 


It uses NBC chain programs, but 
its broadcasts of Rochetser origin 
are of a character to have won it 
prominence throughout the East. 


WDSU, New Orleans, has applied 
for the channel now shared by 
KWKH, W. K. Henderson's station 
at Shreveport, La.. and WWL, New 
Orleans, It also seeks an increase 
of power from 1000 to 5000 watts. 
WDSU is a link in the Columbia 
network, Meanwhile KWKEH, 
against which Senator Dill and 
others made charges, has been re- 
licensed, but for only 30 days, . 
which is interpreted as indicating 
that the commission is considering 
shifting the station to some other 
wave length. 

The commission has granted 30- 
day instead of the usual 90-day 
licenses to stations WJAZ and 
WGES, Chicago; WKBB, Jojiet, 
Ii., and WCHI, formerly WSOA, 
Deerfield, Ill. The short term ex- 
tensions in the cases of WJAZ and 
WCHI were ordered pending the 
consideration of changes in their 
wave lengths, and in the case of 
WKBB pending a change in its 
time allotment. WGES obtained 
only a short term license on the 
ground that the terms of its con- 
struction permit have not been 
submitted to the commission as 
required. About 59 stations were 
on the list for 20-day icenses, all 
others being extended for the full 
period.

Europe Likes U. S. Programs 


‘Popular’? Type of Trans- Atlantic Broadcasts Ap: 
- proved, 11 to 1, by. Letter Writers.

WALYSIS by the National Broadcasting Company’s program 
department of letters from this cbuntry and Europe, comment~- 
ing on the exchange of radio programs on Christmas day and 


the day following, is expected to result in definite shaping of future 
programs of the sort and, possibly, of network broadcasting in gen- 


eral. 


In the first flood of letters there 
were many complaints about the 
predominance of socalled “‘popular” 
music in the programs sent to Eur- 
ope. But as the letters poured in, 
according to the NBC, an over- 
whelming majority approved the 
selection of material for the inter- 
national broadcasts. 

“Actual count reveals that 11 
persons considered the programs 
an excellent representation of 
American music, for every single 
one who resented the intrusjon of 
jazz,” says an NBC ratfiment. 
However, examination of veral 
letters quoted as approving the 
programs indicates that these par- 
ticular letter writers, at least, were 
expressing pleasure over the re- 
broadcasting as an event rather 
than specifically endorsing the pre- 
dominance of “popular” music. 

“Returns from abroad. from 
England, Holland and Germany, 
where the American programs were 
broadcast clearly over national net- 
works, are unanimously enthusi- 
astic in praise of the material se- 
lected,” says the statement. 


“Foreign listeners urge that 


such exchanges of entertainment 
be made miore frequent, and speci- 
fically ask to hear more of stch 
American radio stars as Jessica 
Dragonette, the Revelers quartet, 
Elizabeth Lennox and the Salon 
Singers. They also liked the ore 
chestras led by Nathaniel Shilkret 
and Andy Sanfiela, who gave them 
typical American works, such as 
Gershwin's ‘Rhapsody in Blue,” 
various Foster airs and the jaz 
classic, ‘St. Louis Blues.’ 
“Tisteners of the European con- 
tinent point out that American jazs 
there ig all the rage and that or- 
chestras playing it are in great de- 


smand, but that they are seidom 


privileged to hear such elaborate 
symphonic jazz as American lis- 
teners enjoy by the twist of a dial 
any night. 

“They further emphasize that 
even genuine American orchestras 
abroad, except in the most impor- 
tant capitals, are unable to keep 
their music abreast of the latest 
developments on Broadway. Hence 
they consider an authentic program 
of current favorites from the shows 
‘as good as a trip to New York. °

with the concerts that he loved 
and asked to be allowed to ex- 
amine the instrument.

He 
was four years and 10 months old 
when he took his first lesson. Un- 
der the skillful encouragement of 
his parents, the boy learned to 
look upon practice as a kind of 
amusement rather than drudgery, 
with the result that he made so 
much progress in a year that a 
more accomplished teacher was 
thought necessary.

to become concert-master of the San Francisco orchestra, 
and founder of the Persinger String Quartet. Mr. Menu- 
hin took the buy, now just turned six, to Persinger who, 
on hearing.him play, agreed that there was talent worth 
developing and accepted him as a pupil. 

By now Mr. Menuhin was superintendent of the Jew- 
ish Educational Society of San Francisco, but his in- 
come wasn’t large and Yehudi had been followed into 3 
the world by two younger sisters, so Persinger, in view of 
the boy’s marked talent, willingly took him as a pupil at 
a greatly reduced fee for lessons. 

That was in the winter of 1923. And two years later, 
on March 30, 1925, at the age of 8, Yehudi Menuhin 
gave his first public recital at Scottish Rite Hall, and was 
immediately recognized as a genius. Among those who 
recognized the boy’s talents was Sidney Ehrman, a San 
Francisco attorney of means, who offered to furnish 
whatever funds were necessary for the boy’s further de- 
velopment. With Ehrman’s assistance Yehudi made his 
New York debut in the following January in recital at 
Manhattan Hall, and attracted no more than perfunctory 
attention from the critics. Another year of study under 
Persinger, and the boy was taken to Europe. There he 
studied for a few months under Georges Enesco, the fa- 
mous Rumanian violinist, and in the spring of 1927 
played as soloist with the Paris Conservatory Orchestra 
and had a sensational triumph. 


D with the New York Symphony Orchestra, followed 

this a few weeks later with a recital in Carnegie Hall 
and was widely hailed as ‘an authentic violinistic genius.’’ 
He studied for almost two years after that under Persinger, 
receiving his education other than musical at home from 
his father and tutors, and giving only an occasional con- 
cert. Last fall he again went to Europe, gave a series of 


T> months later he played the Beethoven Concerto in 


‘triumphal ‘concerts in London, Berlin, Paris, Vienna and 


Holland, and a few weeks ago returned to New York for 
a brilliant recital at Carnegie Hall, before starting out 
on his first long concert tour of the United States. 

It would be a grave mistake to assume that Yehutli’s 
education has been confined to music. He knows Ger- 
nan and Hebrew, and has a knowledge of French litera- 
ture that most college graduates might envy. He has 
read Moliere, Racine, Corneille and other classics in the 
original. As far back as two years ago he had read and 
enjoyed Wells’ “Outline of History.” Beethoven is his 
favorite composer, apd he hasn’t yet found any book that: 
he likes better than Hugo’s “Les Miserables,” which he 
read in the original two years ago. 

He is a well-mannered, friendly boy, large for his age, 
and implicitly obedient -to his father, his inseparable con:- 
panion whose wise direction is largely responsible for his 
phenomenal development. He has two younger sisters 
who are in Paris now with their mother. The older gir! 
is showing taient on the piano comparable to Yehudi's on

HERE is a good 
deal more to the 
finding, hooking 
and catching of a 
great game fish of 
the sea than most 
people imagine. A 
novice should not 
attempt it. The 
serious fisherman 
should serve his apprenticeship on 
small salt-water fish, graduating up 
to barracuda, amberjack, 
tarpon, marlin, tuna and at last the 
giant tunny, or horse mackerel. It is 
a matter of years. Experience first, 
then equipment, then condition. 

The proper method to get into fit 
condition to fight one of the great 
fish is to have weeks of fighting 
smaller fish before the crucial test. 
But this is a difficult matter, owing 
to distance and season. My brother 
and I prefer working on a rowing 
machine; and before we went to Nova 
Scotia last summer, when I caught my 
758-pound world-record tuna, we 
trained for months to get arms, back 
and hands in fit condition. The 
hands, especially, must be hard. After 
a half-hour at the rowing machine, 
which left our hands red and puffed, 
we bathed them in cold salt water. 
Weston, the famous pedestrian, used 
to do this to his feet to prevent blis- 
ters. In the case of a long, gruelling 
battle with a heavy fish the treatment 
will not prevent blisters, but it will 
generally obviate raw, bleeding hands. 

Equipment is all-important. Each 
great game fish requires its own spe- 
cial tackle, bait and handling. I cal- 
culated and planned several winters 
before starting after the giant Nova 
Scotia tuna. Bmbodying what was best 
in both the FPlorida and California 
launches, I developed a light craft with 
two engines, two propellers, two elec- 
tric starters. The fishing chair 
worked on a swivel stand and had a 
movable rod socket, and the back 
could, be taken out. 


Y ROD was a 20-ounce hick- 
Mer and had been thor- 

oughly seasoned and tested. 
The specially-built reel held 600 yards 
of 30-thread line. The leader, which 
is 10 or 12 feet of wire be- 
tween the hook and the line, was air- 
plane cable—-very thin, pliable and 
strong. The hook was the largest used 
for swordfish, also specially built. My 
harness, which is the leather vest 
with straps and hooks absolutely 
necessary, was made of English steer 
hide. I wore two pairs of ordinary 
cotton gloves, with woolen thumb 
stalls on the thumbs and the first two 
fingers of each hand. I had thin 
cushions made to alip inside the har- 
ness, under the arms and around the 
small of the back, when the leather 
began to cut into the flesh. 

The following is an account of what 
happened to me when I caught the 
world-record tuna: 

It was in East Jordan Bay, Nova 
Scotia, that I threw my bait overboard 
and let it drift away and sink until I 
could not see the end of the leader. 
Sid, the boatman, had stopped the én- 
gine. I coiled 15 feet of line on the 
stern and held it in my hands, while I 
straddied my rod and gazed into the 
beautiful green depths with fascinated 
eyes. Something would happen soon.

He took about 200 feet 
of line before we got going satisfac 
torily after him. We were not saying 
anything. If I had spoken I could 
have voiced only fears. The, excite- 
ment of the strike had not left me. 
Besides that, I had a horrible expec- 
tancy of some sure and quick calamity. 


HE tuna sheered just short of 

the net. Probably he ran to it 

and turned. Then he headed to- 

ward another. In fact, we were 

hemmcd in on three sides by nets. 
They were all within 200 yards. 

As good fortune would have it, this 
tuna made another swerve away from 
the net and found the lane that led 
out to open water. I had to whoop. 

“What'd I tell you?’’ shouted Bob, 
another of my crew. He didn’t want 
to run in them nets any more than we 
wanted him to.”’ 

The tuna got up speed; still he did 
not compel us to race after him. He 
took a couple of hundred yards of line 
before we regulated our pace to his. 
And instead of heading out to sea he 
took a straight course across the 
mouth of East Jordan Bay.

of the point of Blue Island we aban- 
doned any hope of heading the tuna 
out to sea.

When Villa's army disbanded, En- 
rique Alferez went back to Durango 
with Colonel Mariano Hernandez Are- 
volo. Arevolo had been a military 
Judge under Villa and had made many 
enemies for his merciless verdicts, one 
of which was execution for a soldier 
who had taken 25 cents, in the face of 
an order against looting. 

“I will teach you to be a painter,”’ 
said Arevolo, a distinguished Mexican 
artist, after he had learned that En- 
rique had studied sculpture under his 
father. 


<6 O TWO people ever tried to 
N paint under more difficul- 
ties,’ said Enrique. ‘‘When 
we painted landscapes someone was al- 
ways taking a pot shot from behind 
trees. We painted with a rifle beside 
the easel. We didn’t dare walk the 
streets after dark and always en- 
tered Arevolo’s home over the wall and 
by the back gate. At last we took 
refuge in a room in the house, fitting 
it up as a studio, and stationed a sen- 
try on the roof.”’ 

Thus they studied until 1919, when 
Colonel Arevolo, tired of ducking bul- 
lets, moved to El Paso, where he in- 
dulged his inordinate love for drink- 
ing and brawling by stepping across 
the border to Juarez, with Enrique Al- 
ferez tagging along. 

A tough hombre was Arevolo. One 
of his most famous encounters was 
with General Emilio Campa. Campa, 
always attired in the traditional rich 
Mexican costume, daily went belted 
with two heavy Colts, the cartridge 
belts crisa-crossing his waist, while two 
more belts criss-crossed his chest. He 
drank hard and had a notorious tem- 
per. ; 

One evening Colonel Arevolo and 
Enrique walked into Gallo’s Cafe, a re- 
sort seldom visited by tourists. General 
Campa stood at the bar, in His bull- 
fighting costume and heavy artillery. 

Arevolo and Enrique-drank. Campa 
drank. 

“Do you know,” said General Cam- 
pa to Colonel Arevolo, “the more I 
look at you the more I’m convinced 
that I’m looking at the ugliest man 
in the world.’’ 

“Caballero,’’ replied Colonel Are- 
volo courteously, ‘every time I look at 
you I am convinced that the pinacate 
thas taken human form under the name 
of Campa.” . 

The pinacate is a hard-shelled, black 
bug that carries its posterior high in 
the air, and when stepped on emits the 
most malodorous smell in Mexico, or 
elsewhere. 

Campa reached for a pistol. Arevolo 
felled him with a blow. Arising to a 
sitting posture, Campa fired six times. 
All missed. Arevoio fired once. Campa 
relaxed, shot through the body, but 
not badly wounded.

the police came running in. 

“Self-defense,”’ said Arevolo. There 
was his one empty shell against Cam- 
pa’s six empty shelis to prove it. Are- 
volo was released and Campa thrown 
in jail. : 

But Arevolo, one of the best-known 
gunfighters in Mexico, met his fate in 
a cantina on the road to the Juarez 
race track. Probably for the first time 
in his active life he was without his 
pistol as he and Enrique entered the 
adobe structure. A stranger was quar- 
reling with the bartender, a friend of 
Arevolo's. Arevolo sought to be peace- 
maker. 

“Get away,” said the stranger. ‘This 
is my fight with this man. Who are 
you, to break into a fight between 
gentlemen ?”’ 

‘T am Arevolo,”’ said the Colonel, 
and in many parts of Mexico the affair 
would have ended there. But the 
stranger announced that he had never 
heard of Arevolo and was a better man 
himeelf, anyway. 

Arevolo reached for his holater, 
which he found empty. 

Enrique offered his .38-caliber pis- 
tol, which Arevolo disdained to use. 
The bartender offered his .45. 

As Arevolo reached for the weapon 
the stranger fired and Arevolo fell 
dead. 

“He was not as good az he thought,”’ 
said the stranger, “but he may have 
been a good man at that. I am a cab- 
allero. I will pay for his burial.” Aand 
he did pay all expenses, including the 
railroad fare of Enrique, who accom- 
panied his teacher's body back to Du- 
rango. 


URING his visit in Durango, 
LD aortas was offered a commis- 

sion as First Lieutenant in the 
Twenty-second Cavalry of the regular 
army, which he accepted. His su- 
perior officer, a friend of his father’s, 
told him when he reported for 
duty: “Enrique, you are too young 
to rot in a garrison. Go out and 
enjoy yourself, to the States, if you 
wish. We will forward your pay, 
and you need only return for the an- 
nual review each September.’’ 

Enrique opened a studio in El Paso 
and the following year went to Chi- 
cago for a course at the Art Institute. 
Here Lorado Taft became interested 
and offered him the run of his studio, 
and coached him. His work got bet- 
ter and better, and each year he re- 
turned to the garrison for the review. 

It was in the fall of 1927 that Gen- 
eral Arnulfo Gomez revolted and 
ranged the State of Vera Cruz.

NEW YORK. 
HREE years ago 
Anna Mary Schleis 
was one servant 
among 20 em- 
ployed on the huge 
estate:of Frank 
Savin, multi-mil- 
lionaire banker of 
New York. She 
wis then 41 years old, and for.the 14 
‘ears following her arrival in this 
country as an immigrant from Czecho- 
Slovakia she had been sweeping floors 
and making beds at Winchester Haj), 
the Savin mansion in Port Chester, 
just outside New York City. 

With the death of Savin’s third 
wife in 1925, Anna was graduated to 
the position of personal servant to 
Savin, who was in his seventies, suf- 
fering from rheumatism and in con- 
stant need of attention. Then one 
morning in January, 1927, Savin pro- 
posed to Miss Schleis and a week later 
she became his fourth wife. Last 
New Year’s eve Savin died, and his 
estate, valued at approximately §20,- 
000,000, was left to his widow. In 
fess than three years the former im- 
migrant girl has become owner of a 
vast fortune, mistress of a $6,000,000 
estate and a 93-room mansion, dicta- 
tor to a score of servants and posses- 
sor of six Rolls-Royce automobiles. 


two children by his first marriage 

and two adopted children, all 
of whom he had frequently threatened 
to disinherit. Consequently the 
fourth Mrs. Savin may yet have to go 
to court to hold her inheritance 
intact. Already Savin’s adopted son, 
Charles, has started proceedings to 
break his father’s will. ‘According 
to this son's suit, the will that has 
been filed in Mrs. Savin's favor is not 
Frank Savin’s last testament, and the 
son's petition further contends that 
his father had been subjected to undue 
influence when, because of his ad- 
vanced age, the multi-millionaire was 
of unsound mind. So says the adopt- 
ed son. 

But nothing can deprive her of her 
dower right to one-third the estate, 
so if she gets no more than this it 
will amount to about $7,000,000, 
which is considerably more than gbhe 


Sire « was also survived by 
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had three years ago 
when Savin took her 
from the servants’ hall 
to make her his wife. 

Savin’s marriage to 
his servant and his sub- 
sequent bequest to her 
of the entire fortune 
were but typical gest- 
ures in a long career 
marked by domestic 
squabbles and irregu- 
larities. Savin’s first 
quarrel of importance, 
in a life that was to be 
punctuated with numer- 
ous squabbles, was 
with his father, Augus- 
tus Savin, a wealthy 
sea captain, who 80 
strongly disapproved of 
his son’s actions that he 
cut him off in his will 
with only one dollar. 

But Savin, a deter- 
mined, forceful man, seemed to find 
this a spur to achievement, for he had 
already begun to make a name for 
himself. And the beginnings of a for- 
tune on Wall Street, when at the age 
of 21 he married Arriba Wheat, daugh- 
ter of a wealthy Connecticut family. 
They lived together for 27 years and 
had two children when in 1898 she 
sued him for a separation on the 
grounds of excessive cruelty. She ob- 
tained a separation and an allowance 
of $1000 a month, moved to London 
with her two adult children and died 
there a year later. 

Immediately following the separa- 
tion, however, Savin announced that 
he had disowned his two children. 
This was probably due to the fact 
that they had strongly sided with 
their mother during the divorce pro- 
ceedings, but even before that they 
had caused him considerable annoy- 
ance On more than one occasion. In 
1896 when Frank, the son, was 18 
and Josephine, the daughter, was 21, 
they were brought into court in New 
York on charges made by their gov- 
erness who declared that they had 
tied her arms behind her back after 
forcing her to remove her clothing. 
They then daubed her body with 
paint and forced her to exhibit herself 
before guests in the house. The suit

The broker was further estranged 
from his children when his son Frank 
immeédiately after his parents’ separa- 
tion sued his father for an accounting 
of an inheritance that had been left 
him by a grandfather. 

With his wife dead and his two 
ehildren disowned, Savin was appar- 
ently leading a lonely life at his huge 
mansion at Port Chester when in 1911 
at a reception at Winchester Hall it 
Was announced that two years previ- 
ously Savin trad married a Mrs. Sara 
Hamilton West.. The second Mrs. Sa- 
vin died a year after the announce- 
ment was made, and then it was dis- 
covered that Mrs. West was none oth- 
er than the notorious ‘Sadie’ West 
who had figured so prominently in the 
scandalous Lexow investigations of 
vice in New York in the nineties, It 
developed during the investigation 
that a house of highly questionabie 
uses which she had occupied in New 
York had not been closed by the po- 
lice because of bribery. 

When she died, Savin had her 
buried on his estate, in an unmarked 
grave in a corner of a basketball 
court, directly under his bedroom win- 
dow. Some ascribed this unusual ac- 


tion to sentiment, believing that Sa- 
vin wanted his second wife buried as 
near home as possible, while others 
attributed his action to a desire to 
keep the world from discovering the 
identity of his second wife. 


YEAR after the second Mrs. 
Savin died, the broker married 
his third wife. She was his 
housekeeper, Mre. Sarah Monroe 
Treadwell. At the same time he 
legally adopted her 40 - year-old 


brother, Charles Monroe, who changed | 


his name to Charles Savin and hence- 
forth occupied the post of major- 
domo and general manager of Sa- 
vin’s estate and the large army of 
servants, gardeners and caretakers. 
For 13 years Savin lived quietly with 
his third wife, his adopted son, 
Charles, whom he referred to always 
as ‘“‘my only son,’ and with Muriel 
Elizabeth Whitnall, whom Savin had 
also adopted in 1910 when she was 4 
years old. At the third Mrs. Savin’s in- 
sistence, the body of the second Mrs. 
Savin was removed from ite grave un- 
der the basketball court and reintered 
elsewhere. Then in. December, 1925, 
the third Mrs Savin died. 

In the meantime Anna Mary Schieis 
had become one of the many servants 
employed to keep the huge castle-like 
mansion tidy. At the age of 36, a re- 
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cent immigrant from Central Europ, = 
she had come to work at Winchester 
Hall. She was efficient and conad- 
entious and had been highly regarded 
by the third Mrs. Savin. She fre. 
quently waited on Savin, and when his 
wife died she was given the entire re. 
sponsibility of ministering to bis 
needs. And her 14 years of service 
In the house enabled her to discharge 
her duties to the complete satisfac. 
tion of the master. 

Indeed, so satisfied with her minis 
trations was Savin that one morning 
early ip January, 1927, he called her 
into his study. He told “her that he 
felt certain that her care of him had 
been kindly and unselfish, and to In. 
sure himself of her continued atten- 
tion and to repay her he asked her to 
become his wife. Later, on being in- 
terviewed by newspaper reporters, she 
said that her reply to his proposal! had 
heen ‘‘Yes, boss.”’ 


HAT night in the _ servants 
quarters a dinner was giver 
in honor of the future Mrs 
Savin. And a week later the 
Rev. Stanley Kelbourne, rector of ' 
St. Peter’s Episcopal Church in Por'

trunk and transferred it to the more 
elegant quarters that were now hers 
as mistress of Winchester Hall. That 
afternoon the newly married couple

sion in time for dinner. The only 
persons present beside the couple were 
Charles Monroe Savin, himself 3 
white-haired man in his fifties, and 
Savin's adopted daughter, Muriel, !n 
her middle twenties. 

Anna Schleis Savin assumed her ne¥ 
position quietly and modestly and with 
the simple, unaffected manner ths! 
had endeared her to her fellow serv 
ants and the master of the house. The 
only change in the household which 
she immediately brought about wa 
the promotion of her brother-in-la¥. 
Joseph Shapsky, who was also em’ 
ployed on the estate.

E HAD satarted on his belief

legal education began. Between his 
work over the law books he still 
helped with the Judge’s chores. The 
man who was to become a collector of 
fine editions got the beginning of his 
legal library by the grace of Sears, 
who presented him with his first law 
books. 

Once he had passed his bar exam- 
ination he took to the law itn earnest. 
He early showed his capacity for his 
profession, his ability to speak, the ex- 
cellence of his briefs. He handled his 
eases decently; he built up a reputa- 
tion for honesty. 

Before long he had moved from the 


little town of Tabor to the city of Des 
Moines. He was successful. He had 
married, now, and become the father 
of three sons. Presently he was en- 
gaged by the Wabash Railroad to han- 
dle its legal business in the Iowa city. 
That work finally brought him to St. 
Louis. 

The late Wells H. Blodgett was then 
general counsel for the Wabash. 
Blodgett did not care to go into court, 
and Henry S. Priest acted as his as 
sistant and tried the railroad’s impor- 
tant cases. But Priest was appointed 
to the Federal bench and Blodgett had 
to find a new aid. Mr. Blodgett had 
a brother who sat upon the Federal 
bench in Chicago.

He put it to 
good use. When 
the battle - was 
over, the only 
Democratic -Gov- 
ernor in Iowa's 
history had been 
elected. Governor 
Boies, the ab- 
stainer, running 
on a wet ticket, 
had won the elec- 
tion of 1892. 
Lehmann real- 
,. ly came into 
flower when he 
moved his resi- 
dence to 8t, 
Louis. A man of 
42, his eager and 
extensive rea d- 
ing, his careful 
study over a 
wide range of 
subjects, had 
brought him un- 
usual erudition. 
He had begun to 
accumulate: a li- 
brary. Highly di- 
versified, its vol- 
umes encased in 
fine bindings. 
The briefe he 
submitted to the 
courts of this 
city spread the 
word of their un- 
usual Iliterary 
quality. Men met 
him and reveled 
in his talk, his 
dry wit. 

He became a 
member of the 
law firm of 
Boyle, Priest & 
Lehmann. But he 
was not the kind 
to sit in his of- 
fice and wait for 
business. Once 
some particular 
job was finished, 
he could be 
found at the old 

Southern Hotel, deep in a symposi- 
um with his friends. In those days 
the late editor, William Marion 
Reedy, was the city’s leading literary 
man and one of its first intellectuals. 
Lehmann met Reedy in many a verbal 
tilt. 

Lehmann’'s political beliefs, his 
political victory in lowa, had marked 
him as a stanch Democrat be- 
fore he ever 
reached St. Louis. 

But his Democ- 

racy extended 

only to that point 

where party theo- 

ries agreed with 

his own. When 

Bryan was nomi- 

nated for the pres- 

idency on the 

Democratic tick- 

et of 1896 and 

came out with his 

advocacy of free 

silver, Lehmann, 

not agreeing, turned his back on the 
party and cast his vote for MeKinley. 
lt wasn’t “regular,” but Lehmann 
wasn't, either. Party lines with him 
extended only so far as they agreed 
with his sense of social proportions. 

He haé a host of interests. Etch- 
ings, engravings, fine prints took his 
fancy, and he started to collect them 
as heartily as he collected books. Once 
when Joseph Pennell, the great Amert- 
ean artist, came to St. Louis, Pennell’s 
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host invited Lehmann to meet him. 
And Lehmann astonished Pennell by 
telling him he had every one of the 
artist's published etchings and draw- 
ings. 

Poetry lured him, he collected Rob- 
ert Burns, whom he considers the 
greatest of lyric poets. Lehmann’s 
memory became’ something almost 
mythical. If a poem of Burns was 
mentioned in conversation, he could 
likely reel it off word for word, and 
do it in dialect. This feat was not con- 
fined to the Scotch poet. The obscure 
verse of an obscure writer might come 
into the talk; one was not to be sur- 
prised if Lehmann immediately re- 
cited it. 

When Henry James, the writer, vis- 
ited St. Louis, Lehmann and his cro- 
nies entertained him. The symposium 
continued through the evening and 
into the night. Morning came, still 
the talk continued. When the session 
finally came to an end, James told his 
hosts he could not find better conver- 
sation in London. 

A gift for brilliant talk such as Leh- 
mann’s could not be confined to pri- 
vate gatherings and the law courts. He 
was “onstantly asked to deliver a 
speech here, another one there. He 
used his ability to good advantage out- 
side his legal work. As president of 
the Public Library Board that had 
charge of the Carnegie donation with 
which the main library was built, he 
had need of vocal persuasiveness and 
the ability to state important issues 
with force and clarity. The same qual- 
ities stood him in good stead when he 
acted as chairman of the Board of 
Freeholders which began: the framing 
of the city’s present Charter. 

Lehmann was not an orator in the 
sense of flowery talk. He had the 
power to greatly move an audience. 
There was nobility of language. His 
talk was what the perceptive might 
have judged from the man's appear- 
ance. Short, stocky, close-necked, what 
his face lacked in beauty it more than 
made up in strength. A stout jaw. 
Full, dark mustache. A short nose, 
eyes clear, earnest, deep-seeing. His 
dark hair ruffled a bit. A man 
stanch in physique, stanch in fact, 
stanch in principle. A cartoonist once 
labeled him as having ‘‘the widest ban- 
quet shirtfront in St. Louis.’’ 


ONESTY with Lehmann 
J emountes to more than strict 

adherence to legal! technicalities. 
He was interested in fundamental! in- 
tegrity, in justice. Back in 1904, and 
for several years before that, this city’s 
street car lines were being operated by 
the St. Louis Transit Company, but the 
system was owned by the United Rail- 
ways Company, and the controlling in- 
terest in each organization was held 
by the same persons. 

But in 1904 the St. Louis Transit 
Company faded away and the opera- 
tion of the street car lines was turned 
over to the United Railways. The 
United Railways decided to pay the 
contracted debts of the late St. Louis 
Transit Company. But as for the 
thousand and more damage suits 
against the Transit Company, the Unit- 
ed Railways, controlled though it was 
by the men who controlled the Transit 
Company, refused to meet the possible 
obligations of the damage sults, said it 
was not responsible for them, and de- 
nied all responsibility. 

At .that time Frederick Lehmann 
was one of the leading attorneys for 
the United Railways. Not responsible’ 
He denied that. The United Railways 
was responsible for the damages of 
the Transit Company, morally respon- 
sible. He told this to the persons who 
controlled the United Railways. He 
was overruled. The attitude-of the 
organization did not fall in. line with 

his own ethics. Not 
long after that he 
withdrew from 
among those who 
served as its attor- 
neys.

Dr. Wipperman re- 
alized what was wrong with him, and 
directed his treatment. Dr. Bowditch 
never knew what illness had come

Paul Wipperman was born at War- 
renton, Missouri, the son of a Meth- 
odist minister. When he was 19 years 
old he was graduated from Central 
Wesleyan College at Warrenton. He 
then entered the medical school of the 
University of Minnesota. Six feet, six 
inches tall, brawny, he made a’ name 
for himself at the university by his 
athletic prowess.

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Wipperman, Berry Gay of the instl- 
tution’s laboratory staff, and their as- 
sistants developed bacteriophage. it 
was a great forward step in medicine, 
it marked another triumph along the 
route of the microbe hunters. 

The phages—parasitical germs—be- 
lieved capable of destroying bacteria, 
were discovered independently some 
years ago by French and American 
scientists.

Almost 
to the end, until he lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness, he was buoyed up by the 
hope that the bacteriophage would 
save his life. He was but 41 years 
old when he died. '

A Curtiss Tanager cannot spin, 
and hence is “fool proof,’’ or, at least, 
relatively so. And the chief reason 
it cannot spin is that floating aile- 
ron, whose peculiar properties enable 
it to function even in the stall. This 
is regarded as a great discovery in 
aeronautical engineering and will be 
incorporated in all Curtiss models 
soon. —

The Tanager cannot be ‘“spun”’ 
under any conditions, it is claimed, 
and thus one of aviation’s pet 


banes is on the way to the discard. 

Further, in the event of a forced 
landing, the Tanager can come to a 
dead stop in leas than 100 feet, and 
has repeatedly taken off and landed 
in a field 600 feet square, surrounded 
by obstacles. It has a minimum speed 
of only 36 miles an hour and can glide 
at 38 miles an hour. Its only added 
control is made necessary by the flaps 
on the rear edge of the wings. 

Other safety features are the seats, 
which are fitted for parachutes, and 
the doors of the cabin, which are 
hinged at the top, instead of the side, 
to afford better egress in case of emer- 
gency. The craft is powered by the 
Challenger motor, which, installed in 
the St. Louis Robin, set the world’s en- 
durance record.

The boy made great 
progress, and although the same 
subtle psychological pressure ex- 
erted on young Menuhin was ab- 
sent in the case of Ruggiero, the 
same result apparently was ob- 
tained through a wholesome re- 
spect for Signor Ricci’s wrath if 
the day’s lesson wasn’t learned 
properly. But inasmuch as Rug- 
giero ioved the instrument, he 
learned rapidly, and before six 
months was ended, he was leader 
of the family orchestra. 

One of the reasons why Signor 
Ricei had decided to teach Rug- 
giero the violin was the fact that 
Yehudi Menuhin had just a short 
time before made his sensational 
first public appearance in San 
Francisco. Thus, when Ruggiero 
began to show exceptional! ability 
to learn quickly and thoroughly, 
Signor Ricci showed himself to be 
a very logical man by deciding 
that the teacher who had so won- 
derfully developed Yehudi was 
the right teacher for Ruggiero.

At this time 
Mrs. Frederick Bartlett of Chica- 
go, who is a cousin of Mrs. Per- 
singer's wife, became interested 
in the boy, and offered to furnish 
financial assistance, just as Sid- 
ney Ehrman had done in the case 
of Menuhin. 

Last fall Ruggiero was moved 
to New York, where, in a very 
comfortable apartment on the up- 
per West Side, with a younger 
brother for company and Miss 
Lackey as his guide and guardian, 
he now makes his home. Mr. 
Persinger at the same time also 
changed his residence to New 
York. On October 21 last, Rug- 
giero, the 9-year-old boy, made 
his New York debut by play- 
ing the Mendelssohn Concerto 
in E Minor with the Manhattan 


Symphony. He was even @ great- 
er sensation than Menuhin had 
been two years earlier.
